In the wee small hours of Sunday, Dec, 4, 1966, it happened 
again! A 'landing* in the area adjacent to the property of Mr. John 
Reeves. A phone call from Mrs. Eula Lewis alerted us to the event, 
as John Reeves had called her upon seeing the craft on the.ground. 

As he was talking to her, in the phone booth, he saw the craft rise 
from the ground and go straight up! 

When we arrived in the area we found the markings so familiar 
to us by then — 4 indentation holes and many, many of the 'Robot- 
style* tracks. Photographs were first taken, and then we started, 
out to follow the ’tracks' which led across an area of open, sandy, 
soil, through a sand-spur infested field, towards a metal building 
and around the building heading right for the home of Mr. Reeves. 

There is a concrete slab to the east of the house, the tracks led up 
to and away from it, then proceeded through other open area towards 
a trailer. 'IT' apparently encountered dogs in that area, as the 
tracks show that *IT* turned around at this, point, and returned to 
the original landing site, but, unfortunately we were unable to track 
it completely back to the site, as there was heavy underbrush in ITS 
path. Mr, Don ArmstrCng was at the scene with his Land Rover, and we 
then scoured the surrounding countryside looking for additional in¬ 
formation. Soil samples were taken of a particular spot, and were 
sent off to separate laboratories for analysis and comparative re¬ 
ports, Since then we have had two reports back of a substance that 
cannot be readily identified.

- PLYING PLANETOID MAY KILL THOUSANDS 
BY AUGUST C. ROBEITS 

A tiny planetoid only six-tenths of a mile wide is now speed- 
- ing towards earth. The asteroid Icarus, named for the mythical i : 
youth whose wax-and-feathers melted off when he soared too close to 
the sun, has a Billion to op.e chance, according to the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory, that it will smash into earth... While 
the large chunk of rock is expected-to pa.ss within four million miles 
- in June 1968, which is close, by celestial standards, the chance 
does exist that it may strike our earth. 

In 1937 Asteroid Hermes set a record by coming closer, passing 
within 485,000 miles of our planet, only double the distance from 
our earth to the moon. An asteroid is a mass of rock called a plan¬ 
etoid or minor planet, because it orbits the sun like a planet..... 
Some astronomers believe asteroids are the fragments of ah exploded 
planet that once orbited the sun between Mars and Jupiter. While 
space scientists don't know as much about asteroids as they would 
like to know, some have suggested tha.t asteroids might serve as con- 
vienent way-steps for astronauts between the moon and distant plan¬ 
ets.... The Arizona Meteor Crater is 4,000 feet across and 580 ft. 
deep. Some astronomers believed that asteroids have struck our ear¬ 
th many times through the centuries. Once, thousands of years ago - 
one landed where Texas lies today and its impact left a jumbled up 
mass of shattered rock called the Sierra Madra.. Geographos, a mile 
thick asteroid discovered in 1951 during the National Geographic - 
Palomar Observatory Sky' Survey, has a known orbit that will bring 
it within three million miles of earth - but not for many dedades. 

In the book written in 1944 by Vincent Lopez, the noted mus¬ 
ician, entitled "Whats Ahead" he writes, what to me, is a startling 
prediction. Here are direct quotes from page 113, in the chapter 
called A THOUSAND YEARS AHEAD ... "These unusual changes, once they 
start, will continue for more than a hundred years from their be¬ 
ginning around 1967. One of the first happenings will be the arr¬ 
ival of a huge meteor, a portion of another planet. This will — 
break through the crystalline belt that protects our earth at an ap*ex 
proximate distance of five hundred miles into outer space. This 
large portion of heavy subst nee will probably land in Central Eur¬ 
ope, and cover a large section of what was the seat of Eoropean 
culture in midevil times. The results will depress the whole Europ¬ 
ean continent slightly, hence flooding much of the lowlands of Hol¬ 
land and France." . ; ■> 

When I first read this pridietion, my first thoughts were, that 
Vincent Lopez was on the verge of a nervous breakdown. But, as the 
years passed, I began to wonder about it. Quite often I would re¬ 
read the chapter and by writing and telling my friends about it — 
hoped that in some small way, they might be able to add any infor¬ 
mation which would confirm or deny this prediction.. 

Suddenly in Sept. 1966, stories began to appear in newspapers telling 
of a celestial body, speeding its way towards earth on a possible 
collision course. Coincidence???? Is it possible that some men can 
see beyond scientific advancement? .. Time alone will prove this pre- 
diction to be either fact or fiction. If fiction, there is nothing 
to fear; if fact, the unbelievers will have a few moments of prayer 
before the "flying planet" puts an AMEN to all their past doubts ... 
and adds a blessing for their future. 





UFOs - WAYNE MAN WANTS WORLD TO KNOW THE FACTS !!!! 

WAYNE - "UFO expert" August Roberts, 23 Barnsdale Rd., has conceived 
the idea of a centralized information bureau on those elusive flying 
objects, for the most part unidentified. Roberts, in an interview 
this week, observed that readily,accessible information on UFOs from 
around the world was scant. A local sighting may be big news in the 
area newspapers but never reach the wire services and thence out in¬ 
to the wide, wide world, he said. In collaboration with a Paterson 
man, Elmer Ferrar, Roberts has begun a service called - FOES - 
(FOREIGN OBJECTS EXCHANGE SERVICE), which will send flyers to news¬ 
paper^ .and other organizations throughout the nation and abroad - 
seeking their cooperation in distributing information on sighted ob¬ 
jects. In brief, the mechanics of the service would be this - 

A person in Austrailia or Germany or Uraguay who has clippings or 

photos of any sightings would send his information to FOES - 

25 Laurel St. - Paterson, N.J. (Ferrar’s address). The correspon¬ 
dent would, in return, receive from the service bureau a clipping or 
, . a „ photo of a sighting in another locality. This pooling of infor¬ 
mation should result in well informed "Ufologists", according to Mr. 
Roberts. 

A photographer, Roberts gives illustrated lectures on the UFO phe¬ 
nomenon. He has been delving into the field for more than 20 years. 
He gained prominence in 1952 when he photographed an object sailing 
over New York City, as he was putting in his hours on "skywatch". 

At that time thousands of people observed the "flat disc machine," 
said Roberts. "I know they exist," Roberts declared." "That one 
in 1952 was picked up on radar, and mine was the first official 
picture of such an'object." Since then the Wayne "Ufologist" has 
"been taking more and more pictures and has a library jammed with in¬ 
formation on the subject.. Roberts is also advisor tc another group 
called UFO Photo Service, which is under the direction of Lynn Carol 
of Oakland. The address is Photo Service, PO Box 12, Oakland. This 
group, for a nominal fee, provides requested pliotographs, when it 
can, and also arranges lectures op. UFOs for civic and private organ¬ 
izations. 

The actual phenomena have inspired the first annual Congress of 
Scientific Ufologists, to be held June 22-25, 1967, in the Hotel 
Commodore in New York City. Roberts will figure prominently at the 
Congress, showing his slides and photos. His slides will be mounted 
on a carousel, which will be constantly in motion while the delagates 
are meeting. 

Several books incorporating Robert’s photos will be published around 
-this time. Among the speakers at the convention wall be OTTO BINDER 
of Englewood, a Science writer. He and Roberts are planning to coll¬ 
aborate on a book. 

Roberts summed up his views on UFO investigations - his in partic¬ 
ular and the others that have followed current sightings: "Let the 
general public be the judge, jury, and if they so wish, the execut¬ 
ioner. I just.present the facts as I discover them."
